A $488.7 million Illinois high- 
way building and improvement 
program for 1971 — including 
nore than $100 million for dis- 

ict 8 which includes Madison 

ounty.— was announced at 
Springfield yesterday by Gove! 
nor Richard B. Ogilvie. 

The statewide program—larg- 
est in Illinois’ history—is $60.9 
million more than the 1970’ road 
building work schedule of $4 
million which ;remained after 
the state Supreme Court invali- 

ed plans for an Illinois High- 

y Trust Authority. 

Among, projects scheduled for 
construction in Madison county 
during, 1971 is the widening to 
four lanes and resurfacing of 
Route 203 from the north Gran- 
ite City limits to Interstate 270 
at Mitchell, Estimated. cost of 
the project is set at $1.4 million, 
exclusive of the cost of right-of- 
way which has been. secured 
for the project during the past 
several years. 

The Route 203 project. was in- 
itiated three years ago by the 
district ‘highway office at 
French Village, but construc- 
tion was delayed by the federal 
fund freeze ordered by govern- 
ment. officials in July, 1968.

* 1971 Looms Brighter 

By and large, 1971 should be 
able to chalk up a better per- 
formance on many fronts: 

Part of this improvement will 
be due to the absence of a num- 
ber of the, perils which beset 
portions of 1970. The protracted 
Teamsters’ and United Auto 
Worker's. strikes, for example, 
exacted a heavy toll from gen- 
eral business. 

Also, the stringency in credit 
during the early months of 1970 
and the virtual disarray of the 
bond market which persisted 
even further into the year had 


a lot to do with retarding busi- 
ness in the last twelve months. 

With these factors either out 
of the way or less oppressive, 
it. is logical to anticipate that 
the economy will show improve- 
ment in 1971 

Shift of Administration’s 
Posture 

Failure, of the Republican 
Party to make real inroads at 
national, state, and local levels 
during 1970's _ non-Pfesidential 
election is likely to have a sig- 
nificant influence: on conditions 
during the year ahead. 

Prior to the election, the 
Nixon Administration was 
content to maintain a lais- 
sez-faire policy with respect 
to management-labor rela- 
tions, and it emphasized fis- 
cal restraint in an effort to 
quell inflation. 

Results of the election, 
however, pointed up the un- 
mistakable importance of 
“pocketbook” conditions ov- 
er, the other widely publi- 
cized issues.

Inflation Stilt Awesome 

Problem 

-A year ago, we labeled infla- 
tion’ Public.’ Enemy Number 
One for 1970. 

This forecast, unfortunately. 
was all too apropos, as the up- 
ward canter of the indexes of 
consumer prices, wholesale 
commodity prices, and labor 
costs in 19202so dramatically 
proved, 

Although there may be inter- 
im spells when supply-demand 
ratios in selected areas raise 
hopes of some progress in the 
fight to harness inflation, it 
promises once again to be a 
top issue in 1971. 

Despite indications that the 
Nixon Administration will adopt 
a harder line against the ex- 
orbitant escalation of wages 
and prices, the die has been 

t for another upward twist 
in the wage-price spiral. 

The lush new labor, pacts 
inked by auto firms, thé signal 
gains won) by’ the Teamsters, 
and automatic wage increments 
under terms of existing multi- 
year pacts in other industries 
provide lofty, goals for labor's 
negotiating teams working on 
new contracts during 1971. 

On the price front, the squeeze 
on profits and the resolute up- 
trend in wage costs leave man- 
agement no alternative but to 
raise prices. 

In addition to the cost- 
push ‘factor other forces 
could also fan the flames of 

inflation. For one thing, la- 
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bor’s productivity has - not 
yet improved. significantly. 
Another consideration is 
the likelihood that the Fed- 
eral Reserve will continue 
to ease credit, on balance, 
as it has in the past year. 

And it may be forced-to go 
further than desirable, at times, 
in order to create a credit cli- 
mate favorable to the Treas- 
ury’s regular refinancing needs 
plus “the new financings that 
will be required to fund the fis- 
cal 1971 federal budget deficit, 
estimates of which range any- 
where from $10 billion to $20 
billiion, 

The Babson's Reports staff es- 
timates a deficit around $15 bil- 
lion for fiscal 1971; but it could 
be much higher, 

President Nixon’s budget for 
fiscal 1972 (covering twelve 
months from July 1, 1971 
through June 30, 1972) is not yet 
available, but ahother sizeable 
deficit seems unavoidable. 

Labor Co-Stars on Trouble 
Scene 

The economy was dealt a one- 
two punch during 1970 by the 
Teamsters’ and United Auto 
Workers’ strikes. But there 
were a host of other less pub- 
licized walkouts. 

Net result was a skyrocketing 
of production time lost due to 
labor disputes. The outlook for 
1971 promises little relief from 
the strike factor. 

A lengthy series of labor 
pacts expire in the next twelve 
months. Among the more sig- 
nificant are the following: 

Contracts with the major 
metal container producers’ run 
out on Feb, 14; the aluminum 
industry has a May 3ldeadline; 
the copper producers’ pacts ex- 
pire June 30; and the all-im- 
portant United Steel Workers’ 
contracts with the steel industry 
end July 31. 

In addition, contracts cover- 
ing aproximately 80,000 dock- 
workers are up for renewal in 
197}, involving the International 
Longshoremen's Association 
working the Atlantic and Gulf 
ports, and the International 
Longshoremen aid Warehouse- 
men Union on the Pacific Coast 

Productive Capacity — 
Helpmate and Villai 

As 1971 debuts, American in- 
dustry is operating well below 
its theoretical capacity. 
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Moreover, new plant and 
equipment projects started 
prior to the deceleration of cap- 
ital outlays last year will be 
coming on stream in 1971. 

The nation’s productive 
capacity—which is growing 
in might and efficiency — 
provides at least a measure 
of hope that inflation can 
be kept within tolerable 
bounds. 

Excess productive capac- 
ity relative to current lev- 
els of demand tends to mod- 
erate the severity of price 
mark-ups, while the use of 
efficient facilities can bol- 
ster profit margins, 

But there is another face to 
the productive capacity factor. 
Due to the large gap between 
productive potential and near- 
term demand, the urgency to 
increase new plant and equip- 
ment has moderated noiceably. 

Hence the Babson’s Reports 
staff does not expect business- 
men immediately to resume the 
expansive rate of outlays for 
capital equipment which fired 
the economic boom of the last 
decade, 

To the extent that recent cut- 
backs in business capital expen- 
ditures are not fully restored, 
progress of the economic revi- 
val in 1971 could be restrained. 

Overall, there should be an 
upward trend in business capi- 
tal expenditures, ‘but much of 
this will be due to price infla- 
tion. On a physical volume ba- 
sis, the increment will not be 
signally impressive 

However there could be some 
assistance if efforts to stimu- 
late the economy incorporate 
measures restoring even part of 
the investment tax-evedit incen- 
tive to capital expenditures, 

Building and Construction 
Physical volume of construc- 

tion in 1970 slipped below that 

of 1969, reflecting the low level 
of residential building during 
part of the year. 

However, as monetary condi- 
tions eased a promising pickup 
in new housing starts emerged 

The staff of Babson’s Re- 
ports forecasts increased vi- 
tality in the housing field in 

In the move to revi- 
talize the economy, new 
home building is paramount, 
and some steps have al- 
ready been taken to assist 
housing. 

With residential vacancies 
neglible and the nation on 
the threshold of a surge in 
new family formation, the 
need for ne\ housing facilis 
ties is certainly present. 

Thus, with mortgage money 
now more readily available and 
mortgage interest rates likely 
to ease some in 1971, the home 
building field should provide 
important support forsthe econ- 
omy. 

The outlook for commericial 
and_ industrial. construction, 
however, is less promising. Re- 
flecting deceleration of business 
capital expenditures, the non 
residen building sector is 
likely to evidence sluggishness 
in 1971 

In public construction, ‘the 
holdback in federal, spending 
for new projects because of 
budget and anti-inflation consid 
erations, plus the _ stringent 
eredi 
activity. 

But in the ease in credit ang 
the termination of federal hold- 

ks on new construction out- 

a should enable this phase of 
the industry to contribute to the 
overall economic improvement 
looked for in the ensuing 
months 

As the recovery in residential 
building gains momentum, and 
as consumers loosen their purse 
strings, production and sales of 
home firnishings, building ma- 
terials and supplies and lumber 
should show marked improve- 
ment 

‘1971 Economic Profile 

The staff of Babson’s Re- 
ports envisions a strong bus- 
iness tempo in the first half 
of 1971. 

Depending upon the: scope 
and length of tie-ups in_the 
steel and copper industries, 
however, at least a signif 
cant slowdown seems un- 
avoidable for a portion of 
the second half. 

If the steel wor..ers “hit the 
pavement,” indust ial produc- 
tion will encounter a downdraft 
after midyear. 

But even if the now apparent- 
ly remote possibility of an ami- 
able settlement oc there

In addition to beefing up the 
ailing economy, the. Nixon Ad- 
ministration can be expected to 
hew closely to the established

industrial production, as the 
steel ‘companies and their cus- 
tomers work off  strike-hedge 
stockpiles, 

Toward the end of the year, 
renewed buoyancy should be in 
evidence, 

Strength in thd first half of 
1971 will not be uniform. 

During the first quarter, we 
project a definite uptrend in 
factory output. This will be due 
largely to the carryover of post- 
strike catch-up efforts in the 
automobile industry. 

This impetus will be augment- 
éd by inventory accumulations 
in prepafation for labor trou- 
bles in the industries cited ear- 
lier. 

The second quarter of 1971 
will likely see a leveling-off in 
the business climb as the auto- 
motive field returns to more 
normal levels of operation. 

Thus, the crucial phase is ex- 
pected to center in the third 

ter of the year when the 
steel industry must cope with 
the United Steelworkers. 

The fourth quarter is likely to 


encounter some lethargy to be- 


‘gin with, but a show of strength 
should close out the year. 

Throughout 1971, residential 
building is expected to provide 
a measure of strength for the 
economy. 

Since consumers may re 
quire some additional time 
—and a spell of good busi- 
ness — to fortify confidence 
sufficiently to unleash the 
pent-up buying potential, 
not too much vitality is an- 
ticipated during the first 
half of the year from con- 
sumer spending. 

But the tide should run 
more favorably in the sec- 
ond half, andyparticularly in 
the fourth qifarter. 

Trillion-Dollar Economy 
The nation's Gross National 

Product should rise to a new 
record rate in 1971, with the 
year’s average exceeding the 
trillion-dollar_ mark 

This measure of the dollar 
value of goods and services 
produced, in current dol- 
lars, is expected to average 
approximately 6% above the 
rate for 1970. 

However, much of the 
gain will stem from price 
increases; on a deflated ba- 
sis, Gross, National Prod- 
uct will show a much small- 
er perfaps ap- 
proximately 3%. / 

Greatest part of the strength 
is expected to occur during the 
first. half-year, with the first 
ihree months evidencing most 
of the vigor, yet with the second 
quarter sustained at a ‘high 
level. 

The second half of 1971 will 
see a degree of pullback from 
the first half, with labor condi- 
tions the primary determinant. 

Consumer Spending Slated 

for Revival 

One of the disappointing as- 
pects of 1970's business picture. 
was the tight-fisted attitude of 
consumers. Despite the peak 
rates of personal income, con- 
sumerts boosted their savings. 

With the unemployment prob- 
lem: likely to remain a source 
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of concern in much of 1971, the 
task of reviving consumer confi- 
dence will be difficult. 

We anticipate only moderate 
gains in consumer spending in 
the forepart of the year; but 
strength should become more 
evident as the year progresses, 
with 1971 closing out vigrously. 

Personal Income 

The General Motors strike 
and layoffs in. defense-related 
lines caused a tapering-off in 
the upward trend of personal 
income in the second half of 
-1970. 

The stronger trend should be 
restimed in 1971, but the bulk of 
the upthrust is expected in the 
first six months or_so with some 
tapering off gertng the second 
half. 

Fresh wage boosts under new 
labor pacts signed during the 
yea automatic step-ups in 
wagg rates under existing multi- 
yeai\ contracts; pay boosts for 
fedeNal, state, and municipal 
employes; and upward wage ad- 
justments triggered by cost-of- 
living escalator provisions will 
combine to propel personal in- 
comes upward 

Employment Conditions 

On the strength of brisk fac- 
tory operations in the first half 
of 1971, total employment is ex- 
pected to post some gains in 
the new year. 

But the pinch on profit: mar- 
gins, plus high labor costs, will 
tend to restrain job expansion. 

With the natural growth of the 
population and the retrench- 
ment of U. S. armed forces 
overseas, the economy may be 
hard put to absorb all of the 
growth in the civilian labor 


pool. / 

Unemployment, close ig 66 
of the available labor ‘force a: 
1970 drew to a close, seem: 
destined to edge past the 69 
mark before relief is encoun- 
tered. 

Taxes 

Because of the 
economic_stimulus is slated to 
receive in’ 1971, the Babson’s 
Reports staff anticipates little 
change in personal income tax 
and corporate profits*tax rates. 
at the federal level. 

But somewhat higher federal 
Tévies toward the year, end 
should not be ruled out if infla- 
tion gets out of hand. 

The tax burden will surely be 
heavier at state and municipal 
levels, occurring in a wide 
range of levies including those 
on incomes, corporate profits 
sales and property. 

Business Profits and Dividends 

Corporate profits after taxes 
in 1971 are expected to show a 
better year-to-year comparison 
than was the case in 1970. We 
forecast an increase of some 
7%. 

However, the profits outlook 
will take on its healthier hue 
primarily because of the come- 
back from “the lean year just 
past. 

Nevertheless, businessmen 
must stay on their toes during 
the next 12 months, since cost 
pressures will keep napping 
away at profit margins, even 
though anticipated higher rate 
or general business and price 
markups should give a fillip to 
earnings. 

The degree of improvement 
in profitability could look quite 
impressive for those companies 
which turned in poor earnings 
results in 1970 due to strikes, 
inventory losses and change- 
overs in accounting procedures 
for the handling of sales and 
profits not yet earned. 
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Reflecting the improvement in 
profits, the outlook for corpo- 
rate dividend disbursements in 
1971 is more promising than in 
1970. 

While a spate of generous 
dividend rate increases is not 
anticipated, we do recognize 
the change for the better in cor- 
porate liquidity. 

‘This, together with improving 
profits, will encourage manage- 
ment to take a somewhat more 
liberal view toward dividend 
payouts. Ns 

Further Easing in Chedit 

Conditions 

in 1970, monetary authorities 
expanded the nation’s money 
supply at a rate which seemed 
somewhat on the generous side. 

However, s.ome “armchair 
quarterbacks” feel even that 
was inadequate to give the econ- 
omy a real uplift 

So the Federal Reserve may 
well be under pressure to step 
up its injection of credit into 
the banking system, particular- 
ly since the Nixon, Administra- 
tion will be applying fiscal 
measures to pump mere life 
into: the ailing economy. 

In this joint effort, both 
participants are on the 
horns of a dilemma—name- 
ly, that the economy must 
be given-added vitality with- 
out inflationary pressures 
being granted free rein, 

Hence, Federal Reserve 
authorities undoubtedly will 
keep a finger on the pulse of 
consumer and business cap- 
ital expenditures, while the 
Administration must watch 
even more closely the rate 
of increase in prices and 
wages. 

Though _price-wage ‘con- 
trols. new seem politically 
unacceptable they should. 

ot be ruled out as possibil- 

ies if “jawboning” tactics 
fail. 

Since short-term money rates 
have already receded -signifi- 
cantly from, the aoppressively 
high levels’ when the credit 
crunch was most pafhful; there 
is likely to be only a moderate 
further dip despite the salutary 
monetary policy . and added 
progres rebuilding bank 
liquidity. 

At the long-term end of the 
interest rate spectrum, we fore- 
see a paring of borrowing costs 
also, but it will probably be only 
slight and not till the latter 
part of 1971. 

he degree of easing of long- 

term money raies will be re- 
strained by the ravenous need 
for capital, not only by the pri- 
vate sector of the economy but 
also by states, municipalities, 
the federal government and its 
various agencies. 

The International Scene

Because of the likelihood 
of a massive federal budget 
deficit — and with the em- 
phasis upon credit-easing 
measures to move the econ- 
omy forward—the U, S..bal- 
ance - of - payments position 
could once more be in jeop- 
ardy. : 

The important European 
central bankers are. re- 
nowned for their abhorance 
of budget deficits; hence, 
the American dollar could 
fall into disfavor again. 

Such a development could 
cause another “flight from the 
dollar” and drain our’\already 
grossly. inadequate gold re- 
serves, 

While these dangers are se- 
rious and should not’ be lightly 
dismissed, we forecast that 
economic and inflation prob- 
lems, which are plaguing most 
of the leading Free World na- 
tions as well asthe United 
States, will take enough pres- 
sure off the dollar in interna- 
tional currency marts to avert 
devaluation in 1971. 

Bond Market Outlook 

The protracted uptrend in 
money rates resulted in a se- 
verely downtrodden bond mar- 
ket duting much of 1970. 

However, toward the end of 
the year the series of reduc- 
tions in short-term money rates 
prompted a vigorous rally in 
bond prices, particularly in is- 
sues bearing near-and interme- 
diate-term maturities. 

Only sustained brisk demands 
for long-term capital funds kept 
prices for long-term bonds from 
posting commensurate gains. 

As 1971 unfolds, prospects fa- 
vor a continuation of firm-to- 
higher bond prices. Monetary 
moves to stimulate the economy 
should enable money rates to 
ease a little further. This will 
be’ translated into somewhat 
higher bond prices. 

Just how much further bond 
prices will advance will be de- 
termined by the degree of ag-

cession posture, the stock mar- 
ket rallied ‘sharply from late 
May until midsummer, 

There followed a fairly con- 
fined trading range ‘until the 
latter part of November, when 
the lowering of money rates! 
sparked a new flurry of buying 
which carried the Dow-Jones 
Industrial Average out of its 
limited - range consolidation 
phase. 

Even though the stock market 
has already ‘recouped a good 
deal of the ground lost since the 
long decline began in late 1968, 
participation in the rally has 
been confined to a fairly, small 
segment of the market. 

Thus, there is still ample 
room for the rally to broaden. 

With the advantage of expan- 
sive monetary and) fiscal poli- 
cies, the Babson’s Reports staff 
foresees an extension of the late 
1970 upthrust. : 

Earnings reports more favor- 
able than those of a year ago 
will also help to bolster investor 
confidence in the early months 
of 1971, Thereafter, worries over 
the steel ‘industry’s labor situa- 
tion may instill renewed cau- 
tion. 

Overall. the stock market 
is not’ likely to experience a 
sustained upsurge’ into new 
high ground in 19711. 

Limiting forces include the 
restraint upon corporate prof- 
its by cost increases, uneasi- 
ness over international de- 
velopments and labor prob- 
Jems, 

Hence, there will be spells 
of uncertainty as’ regards 
the stock market in 1971. A 
plus factor of significance, 
however, is the still well-de- 
flated position of a majority 
of stocks. 

There continue to be attrac- 
tive opportunities for investors 
who have thus far filed to par- 
ticipate in the market recov- 
ery, or for those operating un- 
der’ a conservative investment 
program. 

In the long-pull growth area 
the Babson’s ‘Reports staff 
favors selected issues in the 
drug and hospital supply, petro! 
leum, utilities, life insurance 
and offshore oil and gas indus 
tries, 

Certain undervalued and de- 
pressed cyclical issues offer op- 
portunities for capital. appreci- 
ation—particularly’ in the build: 
ing-related home furnishings, 
food, automotive equipment, 
precious metals, trucks, and 
truck transportation fields. 

But in view of the many areas 
of uncertainty, emphasis should 

upon stocks of compa- 
nies whi are well established 
and capable of achieving profi- 
tability in conjunction with the

tration and the Federal Reserve 
exhibit in seeking to lift the 
economy. 5 

Also, in the second half—and 
particularly toward the end of 
the year — the economy should 
be on a sufficiently strong foot- 
ing, to create more active de- 
mand for short-term and long- 
term credit. This could push in- 
terest rates back upward.

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Supreme Court 
Hearing Jan. 27 
On Levee Ouster 


A petition asking the - Illinois 
Supreme Court to nulify an Ap- 
pellate Court, order which per- 
mitted four trustees of the East 
Side Levee and Sanitary “Dis- 
trict to remain in office pend- 
ing an appeal of their convic- 
tion on misconduct charges has 
been scheduled for Jan. 27. 

Notice of the hearing date 
was received by State’s Attor- 
ney Robert Rice of St. Clair 
county who filed the petition 
challenging the Appellate Court 
order. 

The ruling which. permitted 
the four trustees — Morris 
Campbell, George Duff and 
Lawrence Tolar of East St. 
Louis and William ‘‘Mike’’ Eb- 
ersoldt of Venice — to continue 
in office pending appeals to the 
Fifth District Appellate: Court 
was issued by Appellate Judge 
Edward Eberspacher Dec. 5 
after the circuit court at Belle- 
ville had ruled the outster of 
the levee trustees from their 
offices was automatic upon con- 
viction and therefore should 
take place immediately. 

The four trustees were con- 
victed in circuit coyrt at Belle- 
ville Septy 21 of cha¥ges of mis- 
conduct allegedly involving the 
awarding of $169,000 worth of 
tunnel repair contracts without 
competitive bidding, and for 
paying attorney fees in excess 
of «the amount allowed by stat- 
ute. 

Associate Circuit Judge Alvin 
Maeys on Dec. 1 sentenced the 
levee board members to fines 
of $1250 each, three years pro- 
bation and removal from office, 
effective immediately. Attor- 
neys for the trustees obtained 
the appellate court order stay- 
ing the circuit Court ouster. 
Rice then filed his plea with the 
Supreme Court to set aside the 
appellate Court orde! 


Alton Group Files Suit 
To Recover Road Funds. 


A suit to recover over $19 mil- 
lion in federal highway funds 
lost to Madison and St. Clair 
counties during a fund freeze 
which lasted almost two years 
has been filed againgt U. S. Sec- 
retary of Transportation John 
A. Volpe, outgoing Secretary of 
the Treasury David Kennedy, 
and present TreasuryedRecretary 
John T. Connally. fk

The suit is a follow-up) to a 
mandamus proceeding filed two 
years ago by the same proup to 
lift the freeze which .whs in ef- 
fect from July -5, 1968to June 
3, 1970, because of high con- 
struction costs and charges of 
racial discrimination by area 
construction trades unions. 

Governor Richard B. Ogilvie 
Worked. out a program that 
ended the freeze last. June, but 
the suit charges the freeze was 
illegal, that it should not hav: 
included- Madison and St. Cla' 
counties and that specifie proj- 
ects ready to be advertised be- 
fore the freeze have not been 
advertised since it was suppos- 
edly was lifted. 

The plaintiff's claim that the 
23-month fund freeze was illegal 
because several conditions of 
the Civil Rights Act of 1964, 
necessary before such a freeze 
could be imposed, were not 
met. The act provides that be- 
fore a freeze could be put into 
effect .a- public hearing, at- 
temps to secure voluntary com- 
pliance, a presidential order and 


a 30-day advance notice to the 
Senate and House Highways 
Committees were necessary. 
These conditions were not met, 
according to the suit. 

It is further charged that the 
freeze order designated only 
the “East St. Louis area’’ for 
the freeze'and that it should not 
have been exterided to. include 
Madison and St. Clair courities. 

It'was estimated that about 
$100 million in work, funds was 
lost in both counties during the 
freeze but many claim the 
projects eventually will be done, 
at a higher ‘cost due io higher 
prices for labor and materials. 

Schlafly said he feels the 
pending suit will help loosen 
federal funding for projects 
here, so this area can begin to 
recover}lost funds and get sev- 
eral projects underway. 

Government officials have 
claimed that the plaintiff's ar- 
guments are qUestionable since 
the freeze has already been 
lifted.

Mobile Home Loans Made 


Available to 


For the first time in the his- 
tory of GI Bills, veterans may 
now purchase mobile homes 
with a VA loan guaranty. Be- 
ginning in December the Veter- 
ans Administration made a 
home loan guaranty the ‘same 
as for conventional housing. 

John B, Naser, director of the 
Mlinois Regional Office of the 
VA in Chicago, said the new 
law was signed by the Presi- 
dent on Oct. 23, and it became 
effective Dec. Under three 
GI Bills providing benefits for 
veterans which date back to 
World War II, no such provis- 
ions previously were available. 

The Veterans Housing Act of 
1970 allows loans on mobile 
homes and condominiums for 
the first time, and also allows 
GI loans to be used for refi 
nancing homes. already owned 
by veterans. 

Naser also pointed out that 
veterans from World War II 
and the Korean conflict who did 
not use their home loan guaran- 
ties have now had those rights 
restored 

Eligibility Restored 

The new law makes provi- 
sions for the restoration «° 
veteran’s VA guaranty once a 
mobile home is paid off. This 
makes it possible for a veteran 


to purchase a mobile home and: 


then still be eligible for bene- 
fits for a conventional home in 
the future should he desire. The 
law also provides that loans for 
mobile homes may include 
funds for lots on which to locate 
the home.

Eastern Illinois. University. 
graduates in , 1970 accepted 
teaching jobs in record-break- 
ing numbers at record-breaking 
salaries, according, to the an- 
nual report of Dr. Jay: Knott, 
director of placement. 

Of the total of 1,037 B.S. 
Education graduates, 718 
cepted teaching positions, \com- 
pared with 639 in 1969.

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Rev. Theodore Fryntzko on Way to New 
Pastorate on Alaska's Kodiak Island

The Reverend Theodore 
Fryntzko of Granite City, a 
priest in the Orthodox Church 
of America, formerly the Rus- 
sian Orthdodox Church, is en- 
rdute today to a tiny, remote 
village in, the Aleutian Islands 
off the coast of Alaska. 

The priest's utimate destina- 
tion’ is Old Harbor, a fishing 
village located on the southern 
coast. of ‘Kodiak Island, where 
he has accepted the pastorate 
of Three $'ajint-s—Orthodox 
Church. 

Kodiak Island {s the first and 
largest island in. the Aleutian 
chain—a ‘series of atolls and is- 
lands dwindling in size—that 
stretches southwesterly from 
the Alaskan mainland and di- 
vides the Bering Sea and the 
Pacific Ocean. 

The Rev. Fryntzko departed 
from Granite ‘City; Saturday, 
stopping briefly in Denver, 
Colo., and Seattle, Wash. Before 
proceeding to his new parish, 
he is to meet this weék with 
the Right Rev. Theodosius, 
Bishop of Sitka and Alaska. 

Former Madison Priest 

His. Grace, whose headquar- 
ters are in Sitka, is a former 
parish priest at the Nativity of 
the Virgin ‘Mary Church, 416 
Ewing Ave., Madison, 

The Rev. Fryntzko said his 
interest in a missionary assign- 
ment in Alaska was keenly 
awakened in August when he 
attended the first canonization’ 
in thé Western Hemisphere to 
be conducted by the Orthodox 
Church, 

The services, held at the 
Russian Orthodox Church of the 
Resurrection at Kodiak, recog- 
nized the sainthood of Father 
Herman of °Spruce: Island, a 
Russian Orthodox monk who 
died in Russign-America—now 
Alaska—on Dec. 13, 1837. 

Churchmen from _ several 
countries attended the canoniza- 
tion which elevated to sainthood 
the monk: who was sent to 
Alaska from Russiary Finland in 


Orthodox of 
America, an org of 
about 850,000, won its independ- 
ence from Moscow last April. 
All orthédox churches—Ameri- 
can, Russian and Greek—share 
the same saints, the Rev. 
Fryntzko said. i

‘A vigorous campaign has been 
waged by organized labor and 
Shell management since the Ill- 
inodis State Income Tax went 
into effect Aug. 1, 1969. The 
campaign has been headed by 
Jerome Juda, employe of Sheil 
Oil Co. at Wood River. 

Juda had obtained signatures 
of 25,000 persons, protesting 
taxation on funds’-paid to re- 
lirees. He is a resident of 

anite City. He stated that a 
bill sponsored at the last legis: 
lative session when Vadalabene 
was a member of the House 
was approved by a 2-td-1 vote 
in a house committee, but lost 
in the Senate. 

Juda, who conducted. an ag- 
gressive campaign in thé last 
general election for candidates 
favoring tax relief legislation, 
said he thinks Vadalabene’s bill 
now has “‘a real good chance of 
passing."

The priest and his five broth- 
ers, Vasil, John, Andrew, Harry 
and. Vladimir, all worked as 
Press-Record delivery boys, at 
various times, collectively and 
individually.

How to Speed Slow Courts? Longer Hours, 
Fewer Postponements Suggested by Judge 


A. thought -jprovoking’ article by Circuit 
Judge James Monroe of Madison County in the 
DePaul Law Review, casts doubt on the wide- 
spread assumption that, to speed up slow 
courts, more judges and courtrooms are the 
answer. 

Solutions cited by the judge include ear- 
lier starting. limes and longer hours, stream- 
lining of procedures, .climination of certain 
time-consuming customs and avoidance of end- 
less continuances. As a step toward achieving 
less delay, he would require the personal con- 
sent of clients, instead of their lawyers, in grant- 
ing a postponement. 

Proposed innovations include conference- 
type presentation of evidence from all witnesses 
on a point, at the same time; accelerated 
handling of uncontested phases of trials; uni- 
form jury instructions; and an aftér-hours court 
for immediate warrants and _ bail - setting, for 
advice and warnings to defendants, and for 
temporary action to preserve peace. 

Wheather these pr other steps are’ taken, 
some means of “oiling the machinery and step- 
ping on the gas’ will be imperative in the 
1970s, as Judge Monroe points out 
r A key concern is ‘to make courts effective 
parts in the democratic ‘process’ so that “‘dis- 
putes are decided as cases sin court, not as 
battles waged in the streets.” The issue, in his’ 
opinion, is nothing léss than whether “the rule 
of law in this nation can endure.”

At present, the outlook for the 
hybrid seed corn business, the 
corn grower and the livestock 
feeder in Illinois is not very 
favorable.

C. E. Townsend, publisher, 
Granite City Press-Record: 

Generally, 1970 has been a 
period of retrenchment and ba- 
sic economic readjustment in 
the highly industrialized Gran- 
ite City area and, on balance, 
1971 is not likely to be much 
different. 

Settlement of the General 
Motors strike is helpful but 
this will be offset somewhat 
by final deactivation of the 
Granite City Army Depot in 
mid-1971, and a great deal 
also hinges on whether 
there will be a steelworkers’ 
strike next year.
